This paper is being filed in response to the Office Action mailed March 27, 2001, 
that made restriction requirements. Applicants were requested to elect one of four 
designated groups under 35 U.S.C. § 121: 

Group I: Claims 1-3, 8, 9, and 13, drawn to a method for producing a 
heterologous polypeptide using a mutant filamentous fungal cell, classified in class 435, 
subclass 69.1. 

Group II: Claims 22-24, drawn to a cyclohexadepsipeptide synthase-deficient 
mutant filamentous fungal cell, classified in class 435, subclass 254.11. 

Group III: Claims 30, 31, 37, 42, and 50, drawn to a cyclohexadepsipeptide 
synthase, classified in class 435, subclass 183. 

Group IV: Claim 53, 57-59, 63, and 64, drawn to DNA encoding a 
cyclohexadepsipeptide synthase, vectors, transformed host cells and a method of 
making said cyclohexadepsipeptide synthase, classified in class 435, subclass 183. 

In response to these requirements. Applicants hereby elect with traverse the 
invention of Group I. Claims 1-3, 8, 9, and 13 read on the elected subject matter. 




Applicants hereby reserve the right to file continuing applications directed to the non- 
elected subject matter. 

The basis for traverse is that there would not be a serious burden on the 
examiner if restriction were not required. Group I relates to a method of producing a 
heterologous polypeptide using a cyclohexadepsipeptide synthase-deficient mutant 
filamentous fungal cell and Group II relates to a cyclohexadepsipeptide synthase- 
deficient mutant filamentous fungal cell. These two groups are very related.
